TMS.^ INDIANS OF BRITISH GO- 

r.^'m""" • LUMBiA. ■ 

Tho annual report of the Buporinton- 
dent-general of Indian affairs submitted 
to tho Dominion commons, inaludes thoae 
relating to the Indians of this province. 
A careful perusal of tho report of the 
Indian superintendent, Dr. Puwoll, und 
those of the Indian agonta, brings- the 
mind to u somewhat unwilling conclusion 
as to tha progression or retrogression of 
tha Indiana of this province. Theovi- 
dence of frankness and candor in soveral 
of tho reports is very striking, and tho 
statements which such a spirit provoke 
confirm what has been spoken of as being 
the invariable experience of the association 
of the red man with the irhite man, vi^ , 
that in spite of what are apparently moat 
favorable circumstances for their woU- 
boirig and improvement, there are also 
certain drawbacks before whicli tho 
Indian shows a tondoncy to dinrtppe.ir 
when brought ill nontact with civilization. 
Though singly, no doubt, strictly tnio, 
the reports collectively are contlicling; 
and while shoffing that in tame ' localities 
tho ■ t'ri'jBB .or Bands are in "a 'igeiierally 
satisfactory condition and compura- 
tivoiy industrio'-d, yet this favorable state 
of things is not prevalent, and woU- 
behaved and li meat as they iii:iy be 
wTiere special opportuuitit-s for religious 

■ and social trainiug an* present, iv progress- 
ive people (hey luo not, and, it is safe to 
assume from their past history and the 

..slight effect wrought upon them by their 
. proBeut ('.Biirfoiiddiugs, that a progressive 
people they never will be. Gathering gen- 
erally from the reports, tbe Indians oshibit 
a disinolination to cultivate the soil or in 
any way to enter heartily and thoroughly 
into agricultural pursuits. This statement 
is not surpiisiug to those who have hiul the 
opportuuity Of oven cursorily observing 
their reserves. Nor is it to be oxpecteil 
that iu about one genorutiou tho habits and 
instincts engrafted dnring centuries cau bo 
eradicated. A race more ancient thnu tho 
whites, the tilling of the soil, except with 
regard to maize, -was uukuowu, or, at any 
rate, never practised by the red men, No- 
mads) to a certain extent, they Bubsisted by 
bunting and flshiiig, and it is doubtful if 
they followed ''these pursuits to n degree 
greater than ueoeHsar.i' to keep them from 
want. In a word, they had no ambition, 
as -we understand the term, and having none 
made so little progression that it is doubt- 
ful whether when tho trading posts of the 
Hudson's Bay company were tirst estab- 
lished here, the Indiana were auy furtiior 
adwanoed, Bven in the 'poaiesiion of bet- 
ter facilities for the ohnae, than were 
their ancestors who mouldered in tho dust 
of agea ago. But when the white race 
appr-^priated the soil it recognized that 
the Indian had a moral claim upon it, and 
as a quid pro quo took upon itself the 
care of the tribes which in its progress it 
had djaglBQed. Th^. result has been, that 
broiight i'nVo close contact with a mode of 
existence embodying habits and customs 
BO entirely aifferent to what they had 
been used do, the otTucts have been varied 
and peculiar. The obligations imuosed 
by the change in the manner of their life, 
and the Eieeet.'iity cf sontinual personal 
exertion to enablB tbetn to beoooie self- 
supporting in the new oonditiotia in which 
they find iheinsciveB, is realized by few 
of thorn, and relished, perhaps, by fewer 
still. Habit will, to a certain extent, in- 
ure even to vice, and against the. evil of 
itrongdrink custom through many genera- 
tians;_nia7;(;rant an appreciable power of 
leastaaoa. W&ile, therefore, its immoder- 
ate U36 cuts off many of the whites, it 
literally mows down the red 
men, who, imbibing our vices 
(which are animal) far more aptly than 
our virtues (which are intellectual) can 
never bring themselves to refuse the otFer 
of strong drink, and aro powerless to ob- 
serve moderation in its uae- Losing under 
intoxication allouter consciousness, morn- 
. ing frequently finds them lying on damp 
ground, where, exposed to the night air, 
they have laid the foundation f r tho pul- 
monary oompl.aints which are so fatal 
among them. The Indian act has by ita 
penaltiea greatly reatrictod tho moans 
of tha supply of liquor to them ; but the 
evil is unfortunately still apparent- If 
having been fourtd that the custom of 
potlachoo, while impoverishing those who 
gave th^, tended to diaoourago indi- 
vidual thrift, and did not have a moral 
efieot, an act prohibiting such being held 
came into force at the beginning of last 
yeor; and the fact of being forbidden to 
hold them is looked upon by moat of the 
tribes as a hardship and an unnecessary 
oppression; though with thespread of edu- 
cation that the agents and missionaries 
ara.endeav'orilig to instil into their niinda 
their opinions on this point will, no doubt, 
in time becnnio conaiderablyinodified. i\Ir. 
Lamas, of tho Cowichan agency, whose 
report exhibits not only a careful insight 
into tho Indian's habits, but into his 
character, says that there is in tho 
Indian nature a yearning for some 
form qf expitement that must be satis- 
fied; and that if theau people aro 
to be successfully managed some 
more improving form of excitement must 
take the place of these festivities. He 
continues: 

8. "The Indian's did beliefs have been 
shaken, but he has not sufficient 
knowledge to make him appreciate pro- 
perly tho necessity of educi^tion if he is to 
hold his own. Here and there we meet 
with an Indian proud because he can sign 
his name or spell out a few lines of a 
newspaper, but none seem to comprehend 
what they read; and as a rule— "A little 
learning is a dangerous thing." In my 
opinion the chief cause of tho failure of 
so many different missionary efforts for 
the advancement of tho native races is tho 
paiatake. which all seem to make, of judg- 
ing .and;; tireating; Indians by European 

■ atafidalMff 7o|g|tiiDg f though tho 
Indianls a oloseAealbner, liis character is 
a mixture of child-like sSsplojohjCredulity 
and Belfiahness, biif^wiiha'teen isaaso of 
humor." 

Tbe expenditure on Indian affairs in this 
province last year was §51,988.95; about 
ten times as much as upon those of Nova 
rfootia, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Islond combined, but only one-twentieth of 
tl;te .expenditure on those . of Manitoba and 
the northwest. Stretched over the vast 
area of this province it only reasonable to 
expect to find some tribes more industrious 
than others; though (without washing to be 
cynical) uono are particulurly lernaikablo 
in this direction. Still, some are at:tivo and 
willing to improve their condition — those 
in Bome districtB of tho mainland being at 
infinite labor to irrigato their land. Tho 
Indians of the Kamloops ngoncy are spoken 
of as exhibiting a deplorable caUouBn|8B 
respaoting the rigUtSn, of i-.wldowkiWM.S 
orphans. "As soon as an Indianu1ieB>h|s 
relatives and frieuda make a scramble, for 
tii* e£r«dtB, tho mal«B generally seonring the 



lion's share, and unlpaa, as sometimes hap- 
pens, the widow be a determmed termagant, 
she and hor oft'spring are left destitute- 
though these irregularities are being 
checked." Taken altogether, the condition 
of the Indian in his aomi-civilized r;tato is 
not a very promising one; though this is 
not attributable to tho agents, or tho mission- 
aries, of whose etTorta the former speak very 
highly. It is rather due to the inherent 
attachment to the "take no thought for 
the morrow" life they have always boon 
aoouBtomed to lead, and an indisposition 
to exertion except when incumbent upon 
them in hunting and fishing. They ac- 
cept tho miuistrationa of christian teach- 
ers without objection, but without ardor, 
and exhibit no superabundant enthusiasm 
in attending church and school, while 
wblsk;^.,and i gambling have eharina i&t 
thom which they cannot resist. All this 
doon not show a ■^•qtv hopeful statu of 
things, and is very disheartening to those 
missionaries who devote their lives to 
their improvement. Of course, soma 
there are who work hard, are well housed, 
clothed and fed, and are happy; but they 
all have pMo6livitie» %^h!oh aro so 
oral 6S to 'show that they 
are deeply rooted. The old 
Adam is only slumbering in them; is 
8 upprusaod rather than eraJicated; and 
ivhilo it can and ia being fought against, it 
will not be conquered fur very many years 
to come, by the end of which time if the 
deotrease in their numbers continue, the 
importance of the question will have bs- 
conio conaidorably lessoned. 

BREATHING WAJC. 

The t.Inilpd States hnnae of ri-prosontii- 
lives has been tb-^wu into n high state of 
indignatioa oxi receipt of intelligence that 
the Canadian goverumeut purpose to en- 
force the fishery re'gtilatioua against Ameri- 
can vessels. The feeling of indignation 
must surely be assumed. Less than two 
months ago a committee of the senate r 
ported that Canada's I'ls'liorics were not 
worthy of consideration by the Ihiiteil 
States— most of tho Ush taken by Ainoricuus 
being caught far otlshore and beyond Oanii- 
diun .iurisdiotion. .Vcting upon that report 
tho LIuited Staffs smmte I'.ecluied to ratify 
a treaty proposed by the president, and 
Canada was left to fratne a policy for the 
regulation of tho most valued portion of her 
inheritanco. This she has done. Armed 
cruisers have been fitted out to patrol tho 
coast, with JaitruoJkaR to seize and l)riiig 
into the nearest Caaii:lii'.n port auy Aiueri- 
cau vessel that may be detected in tho act 
of taking fish within the inhibited limiU. 
It is a pity tho Americans did not ratify tho 
proposed treaty and thus put an end to all 
cause for heartburning aud bickering be- 
tween the two peoples. The inititUive 
was taken in the house of representatives 
where Mr. Dingley introduced the fol- 
lowing resolution: ''Resolved, t'.iab the 
president be requested to furnish tha 
house with any information in his possoa- 
sion relative to the exclusion of American 
fishing vessels from tho right to outer 
ports of entry of the Dominion of Can- 
ada for the purpose of trading, purchas- 
ing Bupplies, or landing tish caught in 
deep water for shipment in bond to the 
United States, or doing other acts 
which Canadian or other British vosaols 
are freely permitted to do in ports of the 
United States, ond also to inform the 
house what steps have been taken or aro 
proposed to bring such unwarrantable 
acta of the Dominion authorities to the 
attetition of the firitiali government." In 
the senate on the same day Mr. Fry, of 
Maine, made j^mo remarks or his resolu- 
tion about tho fisheries. He regarded it 
as very important that the matter should 
be discussed and settled. It involved a 
mattert he said, that looked to wi^r. IJe 
read a resolution of tha fishing association 
at Portland, Jlaine, praying that tho 
Aniericiin Kovcrmnetit send armed vessels 
to tho fidhing grounds to protect fish- 
ing veaaols, inasmuch as tho Canadian 
government had forbidden American fish- 
ing vessels to enter Canadian ports for 
any purpose except the merest purposes 
of shelter. The minister of marine of 
Canada, Mr. Fryo, said, hud issued' a 
proclamation that no American vessel 
should bo permitted to enter Canadian 
ports for the purpose of buying bait, 
shipping crews, or landing fish fur trans- 
portation across Canadian territory to 
places in the United' States, and 4)e un- 
derstood that the Canadian government 
had fitted out their cruisers to prevent 
American fishing vessels from entering 
Canadian waters, Mr. Frya reviewed in 
brief the treaties and laws relating to tho 
question, and claimed thdt American ves- 
sels had a perfect right to enter Canadian 
ports for any of th'i usual purposes of 
trado and commerce. Uo read two re- 
cent telegrams from the state depart- 
ment, one assorting this right of Cana- 
dian vessels, and the other, dated the 
same day, aaying the department was 
just informed that American fishing vos- 
sola could only enter Canadian ports for 
shelter or to repair damages, etc. The 
state department, Mr. Frya said, needed 
further education. We had a perfect 
right to enter Canadian ports for any pur- 
poaa we pleased except piracy. Wo wore 
not relegated to tho treaty of 1818, but 
were operating under tho treaty of 184'.), 
and tho regulations issued thereunder. 
Our ships could go into Canadian ports to 
buy bait or ship crows, or get ice or Hour, 
just as Canadian veasola were to-day do- 
ing that very thing in Portland and 
Gloucester harbora. Britisii cruisers 
were not to prey on American fishing voh- 
selaaa they had been preying on them for 
fifty years. Mr. Fryo was only waiting 
for a single American vessel to be seized; 
then ho proposed to introduce a bill of 
less than ton linos, closing the porta of 
tho United States against all British colo- 
nial fishing, freighting, and passenger 
vossela all along the lino of the groat 
lakes and the Atlantic coast, and we 
would then see how long Canada would 
carry on this operation that she hud now 
entered on, Mr. Morgan, who took a 
moderate view of the matter, said the 
question involved was one of ' commerce, 
and was capable of being handled without 
tho intervention of an army or a navy 
either. It invulved grave questions of 
international law. He (Mr. Morgan) 
would avail himself of every power with- 
in the reach of tho govftDraeut to main- 
tain tho slightest right of .any American' 
citizen against foreign interference. His 
views on the general topic coincided with 
those of Mr, Frye, but what was wanted 
was aorious consideration after full infor- 
mation, which we did noi liave now. Mr. 
Morgan aaid he would tindeavor to inform 
himaelf as to the poaition of the question, 
and to ascertain whether there were any 
now facta of so alarming a character ni: to 
warrant the prognostications regarding 
the seizure of veaaoJa indulged in by th^ 
senator from Maino. The matter came 
up again yesterday, and the following 
dispatch will explain itsolf: "Waahing- 
ton, April 13. — The houae committee on 
foreign affairs to-day considered Mr. 
Dingley's resolutton^elativo to tho Cana- 
dian fishery regulations, and after strik- 
ing out the preamble reciting nets on the 
parfbf the Canadian government in con- 
travention of tbe.principles of tho interna- 
tiitlntrcufumission, directed a favorable 
report upon the result of tha reaolutiou as 
foUows: Eeaolved, That the pireeiidect be 



requested to furnish the house, if compat- 
ible with the public intorests, with any 
information in his possession relative to 
the exclusion of American tishing vessels 
from tho ports of entry of tho Duininion 
of Canada, for the purpose of trading and 
purchasing supplies, or landing fieh 
caught in deep water for shipment iii 
bond to the United States, or doing any- 
thing according to other acts which Cana- 
dian' and other acts as well as Canadian, 
and other British vessels are freely per- 
mitted to do. in ports of tho United 
States, and also to inform the houae 
what steps, if any, have been taken to 
bring such unwarrantable and unfriendly 
acts of tho Dominion authoritios to the 
attention of tho British government."

The Kveuing Times, which did not fairly 
stato the views of Mr. James Orr, M. I'. P., 
in reference to tho prohibition, of Chinese 
on thoKew Westminater^ranoh, apologizes,;

version of the matter. 'The account be fur- 
nishes that paper we already have given iu 
substance. Mr. Orr says that last fall, on 
discovering that tho Chiitcse rcstrictiou 
clause had been omitted by tho government, 
ho wrote the Now Westiuiuster council di- 
recting its attention to the governuiont's 
negiect, aud the injury such dereliction of 
duty was to be to white labor in the prov- 
ince. He then xirged that somearraugeinent 
should bo luado with tho Canadian racilic 
railway company tooover tho point, namely, 
the exolusiou by the syadioate of ' Chinese 
being employed on the branch. Acting on 
this suggestion he states that a resolution 
was adopted by the ■munioipal council of 
Now ■Westminster in which reference was 
made to tho suggestions made by him. Ho 
was therefore under tho impression that the 
council had comj>leted some such arrango- 
ments aS ho had suggested. Such 
being his impression, when tho mat- 
ter was being discussed iu coinniit- 
teo of supply bo stiiti\l that ho 
supposed there would be no objection on 
tho part of the council to -their exclusion. 
Mr. Orr ha8fWritten>j.forfduplioate copies 
of his letter to the council and certified 
copies of the resolution passed by that 
body on his suggestion.

aspirant they vote for or oneoimge.

In the house of oommona, ou the 5t)i 
Inst., Mr. Shakeapearo in movinj; for 
correspondence between the British Co- 
lumbia and Dominion governments iti re- 
gard to opening up the lands in British 
Columbia for settlemont, charged that 
there wore 3000 applications for patents 
nov^ paiiuiiig upon which no action had 
been taken. Settlers wont into British 
Columbia on assuraaces given that lands 
would be thrown open at §1 an acre, but 
are now leaving the country disheartened. 
He expressed the belief that the new 
minister of vhe interior would attend to 
the matter at once. IJon. Mr. White in 
reply said that the tnattor would be at- 
tended to. He hoped to be able to visit 
British Columbia this aumnjor. In tho 
future the management of laud in British 
Columbia would be entrusted to the or- 
dinary land board st Winnipeg. The mo- 
tion was carried.

A fair audience assembled .in the Fhil- 
harmouic ball last ovening to listen to Mr. 
J. E. Vroomnn's locture^.on the Ohinese. 
Mayor Poll occupied ths^phmi^-aad Intro 
duced the young letturor to the audience. 
After proliminaiy remarks Mr. Vronmau 
said that the nnino Chiir only covered one 
province of the kingdom, and wn« dorivod 
from tho word Sin, spoken in the Old Testa- 
ment as tho land of Siuiia. It was a con- 
ceit of tho ('liiiiese to call their land the 
I'lowery Kingdom, also the "Middle King- 
dom," uiL'auing tlio middle of the world 
and centre of civilization. There were 
400,000,000 of Ohiueso, and if tboy were all 
to'jpassju ftlo and a num -vere to count eight 
houra "per day, at the rate of one every 
second, it would take .39 years of his life to 
count them e.all, ' Aii~a general thing the 
Chinaman baa no religion, the ceremony ou 
feast days being only skin deep. . However, 
they believe in a future state, a beavou and 
a hell, and rewards and imnishmentR for 
good and evil done in this life. Tho Chinese 
education consists chielly in committing the 
contonts of niaoy books to memory, and 
thia will account for their splendid mem- 
ory, tbough.if it ia not to hia interoat he 
oannot|rem^^ from yesterday. Tho 
'lectijr'o at'"th'is point very clearly illus- 
trated on the blackboard the manner in 
which the Chineae language originated; 
also comparing tho nninerala at present 
in 'usu by tho English and Chinoao, and 
quoatioiiing wliotlicr tho former wore not 
derived from thu latter, such was the sim- 
ilarity of. their. construction. There are 
44,000'charActor8 in tho Innguage, but 
only 7000 aro in every day usage. The 
lecturer gave a abort rocitatiun in Chinoao 
which waa applauded, though not undor- 
stood by th0;^udiBn3e. He referred to 
the u'hinesQ'vdictionary; -their want of 
knowledge in sur^ry; their aooial cus- 
toms; also to their/euperstitionB'and diet; 
their partiality fob rats and oats. The 
lack of iruthfulneas "among tho Chinese 
waa dwelt uu, and their being opun to 
bribery iu tho niuttur of juatico. They 
would as soon lie a.t eat.
